SILVER FINING TO THJ5 SILVER 


' 
QUESTION. 


Ths San Francisco Bulletin remarks: 
For tho past few days, fine silver lias 


shown a hardening tendency. It lias been 
predicted from the stare that the adoption 
of the Windom Silver bill would pat up 
silver 10 per cent at the Btart, even if that 
advance were not permanently held. It 
now looks us if tha friend-; of free silver 
coinage on the one hand, and the \Vindom 
Silver bill on the other, were about to com- 
promise on tha basis of the compulsory 
purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of fine silver 
monthly for coirjpge into standard dollars. 
This is a considerable concession on the 
part of those who have been holding to the 
existing law, which compels the Secretary 
to bay not less than $2,000,000 nor more 
than $4,000,000 worth of silver monthly. 
The first change proposed is that from 
value to quantity. 
The present law does 


not stipulate the number of ounces that 
shall be purchased monthly, bnt the num- 
ber of dollars that shall be expended for 
(hot purpose. Under (he existing law, as 
the price of silver advances the quantity 
purchased diminishes, and vice versa. 


Caring the present moath fias bilver in 


New York has" advanced from 95% cents 
to 99/i cents per ounce 1,000 fiae; in Lon- 
don the advance in the same interval has 
been from 43% pence to 45^ pence per 
British standard ounce of 925 fine, and in 
this market from 95 and 95% cents to 99 
and 99% cents. These are the best prices 
for silver in over two years. 
Silver never 


once tcnohed 45 pence in London last year 
or the ytar before, while it has during th'is 
interval been down »s low as.42 pence.

As London makes tho price of silver for 
the world, it is unnecessary to follow the 
variations in the metal in other markets 
It is known that it has not been possible to 
get 99 cents per ounce for silver in this 
u>p.rket until now for over two years. 


The proposition now so nearly crystal- 


zod in committee is for the enactment ol 
a law which .shall compel tbe Secretary ol 
the Treasury to purchase 4,500,000 ounces 
silver monthly. Of course this measure is 
yet to receive the sanction of Congress and 
the Senate, and the siguatore of the Presi- 
dent. 
The political aspects of the ques- 


tion will no doubt largely influence tbe ac- 
tion of those who will soon be called upon 
to vote. The average layman does not see 
any need for additional silver legislation. 
The Secretary already has authority to 
spend $4,000,000 every month lor silver. 
At 90 cents per ounce this would purchase 
4,444,444 ounces per month, or 53,333,328 
ounces for tbe year, while the proposed law 
fixes the quantity he shall purchase at 
4,500,000 oonof s per month, or 54,000,000 
ounces per annum. An amendmeEt to th« 
present law, taking away discretionary 
poweri of the Secretary, if deemed advisa- 
ble, and compelling him to spend $4,000,- 
000 monthly for silver, would reach about 
the same result. But it is questionable if 
even snob, a change be desirable or called 
for by the existing condition of affairs 
The law in force for the past twelve years 
appears to have worked well, and it has 
added over $356,000,000 to the permanent 
currency o£ the country. 


A law tbat compels the Government to 


take in 4,500,000 ounces of American sil- 
ver every month most necessarily have the 
effect of advancing the price of silver and 
stimulating its production. In the last 
fiscal year the Mint authorities purchased 
29,409,846 ounces of silver for coinage into 
standard dollars, at a cost of $24,717,854, 
or 84 cents per standaid ounce, 900 fine 
and 93% centn per 1,000 fine. To pur- 
chase nearly double this amount must en- 
hance the vnlr.e very materially. Of course 
th? law will limit such price to $1 29 29 
per ounce, which is par in gold on the ex- 
isting equation of the metals. It is sup- 
posed the proposed law will limit these 
purchases lo the American product. Any 
other idea would be suicidal. Bnt can we 
produce 54,000,000 ounces ot silver per an- 
num for coinage purposes? The last report 
of the Director of the Mint gives the sil- 
ver prodnct of the United States for the 
calendar year of 1888 at 45,792,682 ounces. 
Tbe statement of John J. Valentine, Vice 
President of Wells, Fargo & Oo., for the 
calendar year of 1889, is lees than 50,- 
000,000 ounces of silver for all the mines 
in this country. Silver plate manufactur- 
ers will want some silver, and China and 
East India will want some American silver 
and yet all the*e wants must be supplied 
by mines which for the post two yfara 
have produced less than 50,000,000 ounces 
pet annum. 


A WOBD ABOUT TAXATION. 


The JounxAL agrees with the Eureka 


Sentinel in nearly all of the annexed: 


With the opening of the new year it is a, 


fitting time for State and county officers 10 
devote a little senou? thought to the sub- 
ject of taxation. 
Taxation has never been 


equal in.Nevada, for tbe reason thut valna- 
tiong differ in the vaiious conation. A 
State Board of Equalization might remedy 
this, but the Central Pacific railroad will 
not allow ui to have such a Board. Every 
attempt to bring about just and equal taxa- 
tion by the Legislature has been defeated 
by the railroads and Republican bosses. 
The losses of stock by the late severe 
Winter cannot fuil to seriouily effect our 
revenues for the current year. It is difficult 
to discern where tha revenue is to come 
from to maintain our State and county 
governments. It will not do to close our 
eyes to the fact that a financial crisis is at 
hand. Further drjfU upon the Sohoul 
Fund to defray tbe expenses of the State 
government will not be tolerated. Tbat 
fund hai already been plundered quite 
enough. We must seek other sources of 
revenue.

The Senate Kepublican Silver Commit- 


tee held a meeting yesterday morning, at 
which Secretary Windorn said the reason 
for bis advocating a redemption in bullion 
of the oeitificates issued for the purchase 
of bullion, was that it would make tbe cer- 
tificates more valuable. To require their 
redemption in silver dollars would be, in 
his opinion, to discredit them, while to re- 
quire their redemption in gold coin might 
seriously embarrass the Government, He 
was willing, however, as u measure of com- 
promise, to give the holder of certiCcates 
an option oa tho currency on which it 
should be redeemed. 
After the Secretary 


bad given his views upon the bill and the 
basis for them, a discussion took place 
npon the subject of sufficiency of circula- 
tion. Secretary Windom had stated to the 
committee that the total circulation was 
$1,426,000,000, au averng« ot $21 70 p-r 
capita on a bisis of 65,000,000 population. 
Actually, however, that sum is subject to 
diminution, by the snaounis tied up in 
various ways, reserves held for the redemp- 
tion of notes, etc., so that the pei capita 
amount of circulation was considerably 
less. The Secretary agreed with the Sena- 
tors, as he'had with the Eepresentatives, 
that an addilion to the circulation is ueces- 
sary, but in the conferenoa to-day no defin- 
ite sum was named. 


IMMIGRATION. 


[Judge John P. Atgelcl, in The Forum for February. 


There is an objection, to further immigra- 


tion that at first blush seems plausible, 
namely, that it increases the competition 
among unskilled laborers, who already find 
it impossible to maintain their families in 
a manner becoming even the humblest 
American citizen. Ocean travel has become 
cheap, safe and speedy, and many Euro- 
pean countries are over-populated. These 
people are aware tbat in from two to three 
weeks they can go from the land of their 
birth to almost any part of the Uuited 
States. They have heard of this country 
and have an exaggerated idoa of it* advant- 
ages; and the question naturally suggests 
itself: If these people are permitted to 
come, will tbat not reduce the unskilled la- 
borer ta the condition of the European la- 
borer; and, to avoid this, would it not be 
better to prevent any more people from 
landing upon our shores? 
To the man 


who sympathizes with the American un- 
skilled laborer, whether native born or 
naturalized, in bis hopeless condition, this 
argument, Irepeat, at first seems plausible; 
but aside from the impossibility of enforc- 
ing such nn exclusive polisy along our sea 
coasts and 4,000 miles of border, crossed 
everywhere by railroads, there are insur- 
mountable objections to it. First, it is con- 
trary to the spirit of tbe age and to tbe law 
of human development and the highest civ- 
ilization, which requires the freest inter- 
course possible, not only between men, 
but between nations; and no people ever 
yet profited in the long run by pursuing a 
policy at variance wiih this law. Second, 
it could be but a temporary expedient o£ 
such doubtful character that any great na- 
tion must hesitate to adopt it. Taiid, it 
would be so decidedly narrow and provin 
cial that, aside from its effect upon our 
selves, we cannot take such a position, in 
the race of the world. 


The truth is that the labor question is 


becoming more urgent, and tbe condition 
of the laborer is improving as fast in Eut 
rope as in this country; and the only hope 
of the laborer for the future lies in united 
notion, not alone in one country, bol 
throughout the civilized world. This united 
action will be brought about much more 
quickly by unity of interest, free inter- 
course and friendly co-operation, than 
would be possible if wo were to isolate our- 
selves. In fact, it is only by this inter 
course that tho laboring masses can be so 
educated a? to enable them to stand to- 
gether, an,d by united action secure justice 
for themselves and their children; while 
isolation would prevent the spread of intel- 
ligence, make uaittd action impossible, 
and thus pat any prertt achievement out ol 
the qncation. Beside, the American la- 
borer docs not sufftr very much from com- 
petition with the immigrant who comes ol 
Ids own volition. The latter, coming hero 
10 imprnvM bis condition and that of his 
f'Uiily, sooa joins his American brother, 
and I S K O tti'ges which st leiiRt will enable 
him tu do this. 


But the condition of the laborer has 


been made deplorable by tbe importation 
of shiploads of men under contract. These 
do not come with the motives or with the 
ambition of the class we have been consid- 
ering; they have no thought of becoming 
citizens, but are practically slavef, who ail 
work for wages npon which the American 
laborer cannot exist. Agents for Urge cor- 
porations are constantly imparting them. 


Steamship companies, to get this passage 
money paid by American employers, bring 
them over by the thousand, so that many 
jraat centers of industry in tbe East 
iavo b»en filled with them, and tha 
American laborer is being crowded out.

Pennsylvania by these importations. True, 
here is a law against such contract?, bat 
it is a d-ad-letter; so that we have in this 
country tha strange bpectaale of the Gov- 
ernment keeping up the pries of a. great 
many articles by abutting out foreign com- 
petition, find at the same time Jiermitting 
;be manufacturers of these articles lo im- 
port the pauper laborers of Europe to pro- 
duce them. But thisia not natural immi- 
gration; and whether the people thus 
nought be Chinese, Hungarians, Polish-or 
British paupsrs, they should be excluded, 
ant natural immigration should not be 
nterfered with. Free circulation of the 
blood is reoessary to a healthy growth, 
whether of an individual or of a nation, 
and any restriction oE the natural processes 
irreeta development and enfeebles both 
Dody end mind. 


Thousands of years ago the cry, "China 


'or the Chinese," prevailed and became a 
"aw in one of the richest quarters of the 
globe, among a people tbat bad already 
» high civilization. From that time their 
laces have been turned backward, aqd they 
tiive simply been worshiping the shades of 
their fathers, and yet there are in this age 
and in this country men who would have 
us practice Chinese statesmanship.

The 
amount of circulation ia nof to exceed 90 
per cent of their market value except on 
Government bond?, upon which a (air 
value will be issued; also of u.st mortgage 
loans on improved real estate, at not ex- 
ceeding SO per ceat of the assessed value; 
properly guaranteed certificates of deposit 
of gold and siiver coin or bullion, storage 
warrants and warehouse receipts on pig 
iron, cotton and wheat, in responsible 
companies insured in reliable companies, 
the percentage of circulation on these not 
to exceed seventy-five cents of the face 
value, except ia the CMS of gold and tilver. 
Tha banks must make good any deficiency 
caused by n shrinkage in value. Circulat- 
ing notes iaaucd are redeemable in fifty 
years in two per cent Government bonds.

ROCKIES. 


ER)w an Enterprising; Boilneu manager 


Got His Specials for Kotlitag. 


In,the-whiter of 1884-S51 Jivos managing 


sditor, city editor and the entire reportorial 
sorps of a littlo daily paper 'in a Colorado 
nining'town. \Vo also hod thVee printers, a 
business manager and an offlcij boy, who oct- 
sd as mailing clerk and carrier. The business 
manager filled iu his teisure time running a 
jattle ranch and a cool mine, i 


The town had a "boom" a year or two be- 


bre, but the "boom" was gone and the place 
vas left with two daily newspapers and hard- 
y business for ono weekly. It was hard sled- 
ling. Associated Press dispatches were out 
Df the question. We had'to depend upon the 
Denver papers, which reached us the same 
avoning, for our telegraphic news. Our rcad- 
srs didn't like this, of course, but it was-the 
lest we could do, and as wo were all holding 
on like grim death for the return of the 
'boom," which was always six months ahead 
of us, nobody cared to say too much. 


But occasionally the trains got snowed up 


on the Pass tor a week or more, and then we 
were in a box, Ou one of those occasions \ve 
ladn't had a mail for four days, and things 
were looking blue. There wasn't any local 
news to speak of. The business manager sug- 
jested a chapter from the Bible with a "scare" 
lead. He thought it would bo news out there, 
nid I guess ho was right. 


Tho town had gas and water works and a 


rig hotel as reminders ot its departed boom, 
ind it also had a telephone line which con- 
nected with another little town, thirty mile* 
Further up iu the mountains, on a branch ot 
iho samo railroad. The telephone in tho sta- 
iiou thirty miles away was connected every 
aight with tho one in our office before the 
sentral office closed, so tbat in case of' an ac- 
lident in the mines we could get the news. 
Several times, while using this telephone, 1 


had noticed that, late at night when all was 
(till, tho clicking of the telegraph instrument 
In the station up in the mountains could be 
iistinctly heard over tho wire. This suggested 
an idea. The railroiil wire was used as a 
aews wire late at night. If wo had anybody 
with an ear acute enough to read that faint 
ticking in the telephone instrument wa could 
[earn what was going on over the wires. The 
business manager had been on operator, and 
i good one, back in tbo States, He tried the 
instrument and found that the scheme would 
tvork. Tho next morning wo had a column 
of "specials," including two or throe items of 
Washington news, which were of special in- 
terest just then, as every second man in the 
town was a candidate for some office under 
the incoming administration. 


Tho editor of the rival paper rushed to the 


telegraph office to inquire what it meant. He 
was told that wo had received nothing over 
the wire. With the train, snowed up on top 
of the pass "faking" from the Denver papers 
was out of tho question. Yet there were tho 
dispatches, and unmistakably genuine, too. 
The wires had been tapped, that was certain, 
but wliore, when, how? The railroad people 
ordered an investigation, but discovered 
nothing. Nobody thought o£ the clicking 
instrument in the closed railroad station 
thirty miles away and tho marvelous carry- 
ing power o£ tho telephone ia that clear, still 
mountain air. 


Our brother editor on the rival sheet 


thought it was a "dead cold fake," but he 
was afraid to say too much about it, as ho 
had run out of paper and we had him at our 
mercy, at least until a train got in. 01 
course the secret was jealously guarded in 
tho office, but -tho "specials" were kept up 
until the tram got through. Tlion we quit. 
The business manager was a conscientious 
man, and didn't bolievo ia stealing news when 
it could be obtained in any other way. Be- 
sides, ho objected to do the work.—M. G, M. 
in New York World. 


Gambling and Burgling* 


Gambling aud burgling always occupy a 


good deal of public attention during the 
course of a year. There is not a very obvi' 
ous connection between the two, yet the 
subtle moralist may find an association. 
Both are pursuits of men who ought to be 
otherwro aud more profitably engaged. 
Both aro tho expressions of a desire to ac- 
quire riches at one stroke—or, at the most, 
two strokes—and to avoid tho monotony of 
continuous labor. And both aro the results 
of radical misconceptions on the part of, the 
individual practitioners. 


Nobody ever gets rich by gambling; but it 


is open to demonstration that, if ilia same 
amount of skill, of cerebral energy, of mental 
dexterity, and of acute perception, were ex- 
pended in productive work of some kind as is 
expended on games of chance, tho rewards 
would be substantial and certain. Again, the 
burglar who burglers on a largo scale is play 
ing against fearful odds, and is certain to 
come to grief sooner or later; while, if he 
burglers on a small scalo, he can but snatch a 
precarious and insignificant pittance, con- 
siderably below what he might easily earn by 
legitimate industry ia lawful hours. 


There is, perhaps, a charm of excitement in 


burglary which fascinates the professional 
outlaw, even as the excitement of tho turf or 
of cards enthralls the professional gamester. 
But to take a plain, practical view of both 
pursuits, and one apart altogether from the 
ethics of tho matter, is to lead one to the con- 
clusion that neither game is worth tho candle. 


The law, of course, takes other views of 


both. The burglar indulges iu his exciting 
career at the expense of the community, and 
injures everybody, including himself. The 
gambler indulges in his habitual excitement 
without injuring directly anybody but him- 
self and those dependent on him, who, from a 
social point of view, may bo regarded as 
part of himself. Tho burglar, therefore, is 
objective in his existence; tho gambler, sub- 
jective. To put it otherwise, the burglar is a 
common enemy, and tho gambler nobody's 
enemy but his own. 


The groat fact which tho community has 


to consider, and tho law to provide for, is 
that tho burglar is one who is in permanent 
rebellion, against society, and is, by tue very 
nature of his employment, both degraded and 
desperate.—All the Year Round. 


Mice Liberated by Rats, 


A citizen of Greensboro, Ga., who was in 


the habit of setting a trap in his dining room 
to catch rats, hearing a queer noise there a 
few nights ago, went down to investigate. 
He reports the state of things thus: "About 
a doEeu small mico had been caught in the 
trap. This was surrounded by four or five 
big rats, which had dragged it to one corner 
and were holding a consultation. As I looked 
in, alarmed by the light, they hurried their 
preparations to a close. Ono of the big fel- 
lows seized tuo door of the trap between his 
teeth; another rat seized him by tho tail, an- 
other and another quickly took hold; a sud- 
den pull was given, and quicker than I can 
relate tho door flew back, the mico scampered 
out, and before I could walk across the room 
old rats, young rats, old mice and young mice 
had disappeared, leaving the trap in the cor- 
ner, with the door shut and every vestige) ot 
the bait gone."—Exchange.
